But there's lots of experts 
who proyide information for tree 
farmers for little or no charge. “If 
I was you, Samuel,” I said, “I'd look 
up the state forester, or the county 
agent, or any nearby forester.”

A feller ought to find out all he can 
about the current local market price 
of his timber. If he has a good-sized 
wood lot, it may pay him to hire a 
forest consultant who knows the values 
of logs and timber. The smal! amount 
of money it costs is a good invest- 
ment!

If you want to learn more about 
this business before approaching an 
expert, you might like to write the 
U.S, Department of Agriculture for 
bulletins and leaflets on forestry 
and management of a small tree 
farm. Such as “Managing the Small 
Forest” (Farmers’ Bulletin 1989, 
revised 1948), and “Does Farm 
Timber Growing Pay in the South?” 
(Leaflet 277). Just write to the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C, Most of these bul- 
letins are free,
